PiiiNCE Ai.iiKUT, May 29.— (.Special)— 
The news of tho killing of several 
Mounted Polioemen while attemptinK to 
arrest Almighty Voice, the Indian 
murderer, near Duck lake yesterday, 
caused intense excitement here. On 
Thursday a party of the N.W.M. Police 
'set oiT to catch Almighty Voice, who was 
being tracked by a half-breed ecotit 
Venne. This man ■was shot from an 
ambush in the bluffs and Eeriously 
wounded. A charge was made 
on the bla£f but the Indiana 
escaped. Twelve policemen, under 
Captain Allan, of Prince Albert, started 
in pursuit. Thepartycameou Almighty 
Voice next morning at 9 o'clock, when 
lie shot Captain Allan, breaking bis 
arm, and Sergeant Haven, who was nhot 
through the groin. AB it was impossi- 
ble to dislodge the Indiana without re- 
inforcements, the police retired with 
their wounded men. Later three police- 
men, Pqatmaater Grundy, of Duck Lake, 
and another civilian, approached the 
ambush, when Corporal Hocking, Con- 
stable Kerr and Poatmaster Grundy 
were fatally shot, the latter two dying 
instantly, and Hocking only living three 
hours. 

Great sorrow is felt in town over the 
death of Corporal Hocking and Con- 
stable Kerr of the troop here, and Mr. 
E. Grundy of Duck Lake, all being well- 
known and higlily respected in Prince 
Albert. Captain Allan's arm will have 
to be amputated, t-ergeant Raven and 
Mr. Venne are doing fairly well. 

A brother of Venne, the lirat victim, 
reached Duck Lake tliis morning at 
o'clock and reported that they had suc- 
ceeded in keeping the Indians in their 
holes during the night. It is reported 
that the Indians on the reserves at Duck 
Lake are greatly excited ana are discus- 
sing the adviaability of going to the 
assistance of the fngitivea. 

Superintencient Gagnon arrived from 
the scene of the Indian trouble at 11 a. 
m., bringing in tlie body of Corporal 
Hocking. Constable Kerr's body was 
still lying in the bluff where he fell. 
Gagnon started this afternoon with a 
nine-pounder cahnon and a detachment 
ol 'Jri police and civilians. He believes 
the Indians are still in the bluUa, but, 
that they do not number over three 
or four. They have considerable amnui- 
muiiition. The Indians on One Arrow's 
reserve near by are remaining strictly 
neutral. Superintendent (Jagnon says the 
French halfbreeda at Batoche refused 
the police assistance in their search. 
The barracks here are almost deserted, 
only three or four men being left in 
charge. Word haa juat come in from 
Duck Lake that the police are certain 
they have the Indiana aurronnded and 
their capture dead or alive ia^aaBured. 
The spot in which tlie Indians took am- 
bush, is a small bluff of live acres, situ- 
ated near the Belleme school house. 

Almighty Voice's father was captured 
near Duck Lake by the police last night, 
he had a large aupply of ammunition in 
his possession, fie waa taken to Prince 
Albert. 

Di:cK Lakk, May 29.— At ! p. m. a 
party of police reached here from the 
seat of trouble, having in their care 
Sergeant .Raven, who was wounded on 
Friday. They reported that tho red- 
skins in the ambush had placed one of 
the dead bodies upright against a tree 
for the purpose of misleading the lire of 
the police. Almighty Voice ia supposed 
to be aocompaniea byr an Indisn known 
as Tom Lamack, who ia also a in jitive 
from Justice, he having murtlercd 
another Indian two years ago on 
a reserve near (^u' Appelle where he 
was interpreter. 

Corporal C. H. S. Hockin, who was 
killed last night, joined the force in 
August 1S94. lie was :J7 years of ago, 
and a son of Admiral Hockin, of the 
British navy. Corporal Hockin waa for 
twelve years a commissioned ofiicor in 
the C-lth Essex Regiment of the Im- 
perial service, and spent several years 
with a regiment in India. 

Constable John R. Kerr, who fell with 
his comrade Corporal Hockin, was a 
native of Ontario, and was born at 
Barrievale, Renfrew county, twenty-nine 
years ago. He joined the force at Regina 
in May 1894. 

Mr. Grundy was a highly respected 
citizen of Duck I,uke, and leaves a wife 
and family of sinall children. Tlie 
bodies of Grundy and Kerr still lie 
where they fell, as their comrades were 
unable to recover them. A party of 
twenty-five men and horses left Regina 
this morning, and will reach the scene 
before dark. 

— This morning twen- 
ty-five men and a Maxim gun, under 
command of Assistant Commissioner 
Mclllree>and Inspector McDonnell, ^ere 
dispatchied: to Dock Lake. 
' .An-utifdrtiinatia feataro of the trouble 
IB that yoahg 'men ai;e deserting the 
reserves - and' joining Almighty Voice.

NO JUBILEE FOB, IRELAND. 

Twenty-Six Irish Members Say Their Coun 
try Has Not Shared in the Cause 
of Jubilation, 

London, May 28,— Mr ..John Dillon, 
chairman of the Irish Parliamentary 
Party, presided to-day at a meeting of 
twenty-six Irish members of parlia 
ment, Avho adopted a resolution declar- 
ing that the Irish parliamentary party is 
unable to take part in the celebration of 
the Queen's Jubilee, "on the ground 
that the demonstration ia not simply 
commemorative of the private and pub- 
lic virtues of the monarch, but is mainly 
imperial jubilation over the development 
of the principles of self-government and 
the growth of prosperity, wealth, com- 
fort, etc., in which Ireland has not 
shared." 



A VERY SPECIAL OCCASION. 

The United States Government So Considers 
the Diamond Jubilce-The Presi- 
dent's Kindly Message. 

Wa.shington, May 28.— The President 

haa added another member to the 
special embassy which will attend the 
sixtieth celebration of tho accession of 
Queen Victoria to the British throne, in 
the person of Ogden Mills, of New York. 
Mr. Mills goes in the capacity of secre- 
tary and attache to the special embassy. 
The commissions of the members will be 
beautifully engrossed, and altogether the 
occasion is special in every respect so far 
as the State Department ia concerned. 
Whitelaw Reid bears the title of 
special ambassador on special mission 
as the representative of the President, 
and General Miles and Admiral -Miller 
will have special commisaions.' The am- 
bassador himself will carry for presenta- 
tion to the Queen a letter from the Presi- 
dent, which in general terms will be 
similar to that addressed to her upon the 
occasion of her Jubilee celebration ten 
years ago. It is formal yet kindly in 
tone, and expresses the appreciation of 
the President of the great good that has 
followed the long reign of Her Majesty 
and hopes for a continuance of her 
health. 



Jubilee Honors. 

London, May 29.— The list of Jubilee 
honors has been definitely closed, and 
notice given to aspirants that names 
cannot under any circumstances he 
added to the list. It ia stated semi- 
ofHcialiy that the kings of Wurtemberg 
and Portugal, Duke Franz Ferdinand of 
Austria,' and. Grand Dnke Sergina of 
Russia, will . be made Kniehts^of r the 
Garter; that Prince Albert of Pruaaia 
and Prince Rupert of Bavaria will be 
made Knights of the Grand Cross of the 
Bath; the Martiuis of Salisbury, Marquis 
of Tweeddale, and the Marquis of Lon- 
donderry will be made Dukes, and Sir 
John Lubbock and Sir John (iorst will 
be elevated to the peerage. 

Tho honor of knighthood will be con- 
ferred upon hundreds of people, includ- 
ing the Premier of Canada, Hon. Wil- 
frid Laurier, and Mr, Alfred Harms- 
worth, proprietor of the Daily Mail, the 
Evening News and sixteen other journ- 
als. 

Troops for South Africa. 
I,oMioN, May 29. — The report circulat- 
ed Home time ago that in view of tlie un- 
settled conditions prevailing in South 
Africa the government had decided to 
transport an army corps of 30,000 men 
to that locality ia now condrraed by the 
activity displayed at the (luarters of the 
army service corps in J^ondon, Alder- 
shot, Woolwich, Shornclille, Portsmouth, 
Curragh and Davenport. In addition to 
the 80,000 lighting men tho expedition 
will include 800 lioraes, 25,000 mules, 
2,400 wagons and ,'J50 carts for transport 
purposes. The members of the army re- 
serve in Natal have been notified to hold 
themselves in readiness. 

Constantine Again Falls. 
P.* Ills, May 29. — ^The Athena corres- 
pondent of the Journal asBerta that 
Crown Prince Oonstantine, after the re- 
treat from Dokotnos, atteinjited to com- 
mit .suicide with a revolver on learning 
of tlie intense feeling against him. He 
was prevented by bis ollicera. 

Fifty Thousand Orphans, 
CoN.sTANTr.N-QPLB, May 28. — Tlie Ar- 
menian Patriarchate has appointed a 
comiuission to determine measures for 
saving o0,000 Armenian children who 
were made orphans by the massacres in 
Anatolia. 

The Worker's Best Friend. 
Paki.s, May 28. — Forty workmen have 
left tho Co-operative Glass Works, start- 
ed Ijy the Socialists at Carmaux al)out a 
year ago, and have applied to a glass 
manufacturer aud capitaliHtto re-employ 
them, They declare that the pay of the 
men at the co-operative works is montlis 
in arrears, that the capital of 500,000 
francs, which was obtained by means of 
a lottery, is exhausted, and that the 
Socialiata are badly in debt.

London, May 29.— The negotiations at 
Constantinople have entered upon the 
anxious stage, owing to doubts aa to the 
real intentions of the Sultan whether he 
means to resume the war or not. A 
spirit of conciliation is shown at the 
Yildiz Kioak towards the aoibagsadors ; 
but the Tarkiah government ia playing 
a double game, and is inciting public 
opinion secretly to oppose tho abandon- 
ment of Thessaly. The Sultan affects to 
be greatly afraid of the Islamic party 
and the attitude of tho Grand Vizier, as 
shown by the report whie'j he presented 
to the Sultan on Saturday last urging 
that the whole of Islam was hilly deter- 
mined to retain Thessaly, and tendered 
liis resignation in case Abdul Hamid 
difl'ered from these views. This would 
have created a greater impression if the ' 
suspicion had not already prevailed 
that the report waa merely a 
got up aQ'air to enable tho " Sal- 
tan to refer to Islam's pressure aa to ' 
the reason for not yielding to the powers. . 
Besides, the Turkish government ia try- 
ing to induce the population of TheaBaly 
to appeal to the Sultan for annexation. 
Advices from Thessaly show^ that' Wents ' 
of the Turkish government have been 
calling upon Thessaly 'a Mussulmans aud 
Spanish Hebrews ti} protest against the 
evacuation of Thessaly, and the few 
Greeks who have not fled dare not 
refuse to join in tho movement. 

The Turkish newspaper Salsah, which 
only publishes what is endorsed by the 
Turkish government, congratulates the 
'nlmbitants of Thessaly upon their 
alleged decision in favor of Turkish rule, 
and points out the blessings of the Otto- 
man regime to the Ghriatians, who it ia 
claimed will benefit by lon;,er taxes and 
exemption' from military service. 

The Sultan's show of resistance to the ' 
powers IS generally attributed to Ger- 
man backing, but it is also rumored that 
negotiations between Turkey and Rus- 
ia have been proceeding this month re- 
lative to the eventual administration by 
Russia of a portion of Asia Jlinor, in- 
cluding Rizen, in the southeast comer 
of the IBlack Sea, and the territory up 
the Jorpk river. ' ; 

-Germany's "'attiindfr- througho'nt'"''l!ie"^ 
crisis has brought forth another denun- 
ciation from Mr. Gladatone, who, writing 

to Mr, Poultney Bigelow with reference I 
to the latter's " hiBtoiy of tho German 
struggle for liberty," says : " The union 
and consolidation of Germany was :i 
reat work, favorable, wo all expect and 
hope, to the peace of Europe. There 
remains, however, sometbing more to . 
desired, namely, that its government 
may cease to misrepresent the nation liy 
basing its foreign policy in support of 
tyranny and in contempt of humanity 
and justice." 

Advices received here from'' Athens 
says that very elaborate measores ■have'^ 
been taken to preserve order. Besides 
the regular police and gendarmes, a 
civil guard iias been formed of the moat 
trusted citizens. Consequentiy with 
the presence of the foreign warships at 
Plialerum it is not thougtit any revolu- 
tionary movement in Athens could 
succeed. In the provinces however, it 
very bad state of aHairs exist. The 
criminals who were released from Thes- 
salian prisons on the eve of Turkish 
occupation have formed tlieni selves into 
bands and are pillaging right and left. 
Tho efforts made to cope with them* 
have 60 far proved frnitless. 

The military tournament opened at 
the Agricultural hall, Islinnton, on 
Thursday last, and is attracting large 
crowds of people. 

Tlie Jacobites are preparing to cele- 
brate the marriage of H. R. IL the 
Princoes ^Mary Louise Theresa and II. 
R. S. the Prince of Calabria by a ban- 
quet on White Hose day, June 10. 
The Princess Mary is after her 
elder sister the direct repreBentative 
of the Stuart line, aud the Prince oE 
Calabria ia the son of the ex-King. of 
Naples. The royal wedding takes place 
on June 8, and besides the banquet, 
already mentioned, another will he given' 
in honor of the occasion on the day of 
the ceremony by the order of St. Ger- 
main, founded by the old pretender. 

The Associated Press has been re- 
quested to give publicity to the fact that 
the dedication of the John Robinson 
memorial church at Gainsborough, Lin- 
colnshire, will take place on June 9. 
This event is of special interest to Amer- 
icans of old New Kiigland stock, for the 
reason that it was at Gainsborough that 
the Puritan movement took shape by 
the formation, in 1C02, of the first sepa- 
ratist community.

THE 



ORIENT AND 

CHRISTIANITY. 



A Colonist reader aaks if the object 
of a recent editorial in this paper was 
to prove that Gbristiacity esieted before 
Christ. In reply we may say that the 
object of the articles, of the claaa to 
which that referred to and the present 
one belong, is not to prove anything, but 
simpjy to sucgest lines of thought, and 
incidentally to show that questions 
which, if thoucht of at all, are usually 
regarded as peculidrly fitted only for the 
pulpit, may be studied with advantage 
and freely diacnaeed, aa other questiona 
are studied and discussed. There is, 
perhaps, no more pernicious idea than 
that it is hurtful in a moral way to ex 

, amine into the evidence bearing upon 
the early history of mankind and the 
teachings of the early leaders oi the 
race, because by so doinf; the natrow 

. notions of mediteval theologians may bp 
overturned. In illustration of how the 
consideration of these questions suggett 
ne*v. or, at least, unfamiliar lines of 
thought, take the query of the Colonist 
rea ier above referred to. It opens 
wide range of discussion. Here is one 
phase of it. 

In St. Matthew's account of the birth 
of Christ brief reference is made to the 
viait of certain wise men from the East, 
wtio came to Bethlehem, bringing with 
t iein gifts, having followed a star which 
appeared to them in their Eastern 
home. We are told also that Herod, tin 
kiiiK, aent for the wiae men and ques 
t'oned them, after which they return 
ed home. Here the narrative leaves 
them. Who they were, from what coun 
try they came, what their nationality 
was, why they should have been looking 
for the birth ol Ohrist, what messago 
they took back with them, why they 
never took any further intereat, ao far as 
appears, in the Babe of liethlehem — on 
these and other points, which are of 
great interest, the narrative ia silent 
The wiae men disappear from the scene 
aa completely as the star which guided 
them. 

It does not help the case in the least 
to suggest, aa some do, that this part of 
the narrative is a pretty fiction designed 
to appeal to the imagination of the early 
Christians. If tliat is the explanation 
it only subatitutea one mystery for an- 
other. For why should it be necessary 
to appeal to the imagination of those, 
who knew by their own experience, or 
at the farthest beard from eye-witnesses 
of the remarkable career of Christ, by 
citing wise men from the East as wit' 
nesses to prove the supernatural circum' 
Btinces of His birth? Such a enggestion 
leaves us still face to face with the fact 
that somewhere in the East were those 
whose opinions on the subject of Christ's 
birth and mission were regarded as 
matters of supreme importance, and 
therefore once more there comes up the 
question as to who they were, where 
they lived, why their evidence was of 
value, and wliat became of them. In 
other words, who were the Magi, who 
either came, or are said to have come, 
to adpro the infant Ohriati what religoos 
cult did they represent and what has 
become of it? 

The atorehonae of Oriental literature 
has been likened to infinity itself. Until 
(juite recently it has been sealed to Occi- 
dental investigation. The Romans, from 
whom the conceptioQB ' of the early 
Christian church took much of their 
color, ignored th^flrieht , anS^iita intel- 
lectual achievements. All .the . world 
outside the borders of tjie Roman Em- 
pire was barbarian. This^-.wbrd ig 



is worthy of brief reference.* It implied, 
its original aignification^ nothing 
more than that the races ao styled 
were radically different from the Ro- 
mana. To this warlike and aggressive 
people mankind was , divided into two 
classes— Eoinans, including under that 
head the natives of conquered countries, 
and Barbarians, To the Roman, bar- 
barian thought, culture and civilization 
was as though it had no exiatence, ex- 
cept so far as trophies of the latter 
might serve to enrich th^, ;flrt treaaares 
of the Imperial city. Yet at a time 
when Virgil, Horace, Juvenal and the 
other exponents of Roman materialism 
flourished, and long antecedent to their 
day, in Persia, India, Thibet and else- 
where in Asia, schools of philosophy 
existed and a vast literature had been 
created. It may, indeed, be said that 
while the Romans were progressing in 
the arts of material civilization and the 
development of brute force, the Asiatic 
races were progressing in the study of 
philosophy and the elucidation of the 
occult. In the order of things it came 
about that the culture of ChriatianLty 
and the evolution of the system of ethics 
and theology surrounding it fell' to the 
lot of the Romans. Paul, tho great 
Apostle to the Gentiles, aimed at tlio re- 
ligious conquest of the Roman JCmiiire, 
and though he did not live to see it ac- 
complished, success finally crowned his 
stupendous project. Neither he nor any 
of bis contemporaries appear to have 
given a thought to the East, out of which 
the Wise Men came. 

The early Christian Fathers, knowing 
nothing of the philosophy of Asia, and 
educated in the very narrow groove of 
Roman culture, were unable to regard 
the ethical teachings propounded by 
Jesus of Nazareth in any other light 
than as they contrasted with groasness 
of Roman materialism. And yet it is 
not too much to say that no human 
evidence testifies so strongly to the 
eternal truth of the teachings of the 
Gospels as do the utterances of the Wise 
Men of the East. Rightly read, with the 
mists of mediseval ecclesiasticism 
brushed out of our eyes, the testimony 
of the Wise Men of the East to the 
divinity of Jesus and his mission ia as 
strong to-day as it was when the Magi 
made their Western journey to Bethle- 
men, guided by the atrange mysterious 
star.

In the matter of female solo- 
ists some of the .Sound cities uie 
stronger, but when it comes to men who 
can take up a strong chorus and carry it 
successfully through with precision and 
spirit, Victoria stands far ahead of all 
the neighboring cities so aa to be practi- 
cally alone. How far the Arion Club 
has coiitriljuted to this we shall not un- 
dertake to say; but that it will certainly 
assist very largely in maintaining a high 
standard of excellence in this respect 
must be conceded. 

Victoria ia largely dependent for enter- 
tainment upon its local organizations, 
and muaio necessarily plays a very im- 
portant part in this phase of oj\i: .oity/s 
social life. Ilenco jt'fs'Very desirable 
that as many of our men singers as pos- 
sible should be in training all the time.

KOOTENAY BUSINESS. 

victoria Wholesalers Are Now Getting a 
Large Share of the Trade. 

Very cheering news ia brought back 
by Mr. D. R. Ker, president of the Board 
of Trade, who last night returned from 
atrip through the Kootenay country. 
He visited every principal point in West 
Kootenay and found that Victoria 
wholesalers now have a big hold in the 
business of the district and that tlie 
Coast is cradually controlling the trade 
there. Rossland perhaps is to some ex 
tent an exception to its proximity to 
Spokane, but even there British Colum 
bia wholesalers are getting a good hold. 

"It was a perfect revelation to mo," 
said Mr. Ker " to see the diflerence in 
this respect since the Board of Trade 
excursion eighteen onontbs ago.' Then 
Victoria had practically none of the 
;rade of the Kootenay, but on that ex- 
cursion and since then business relations 
have been established that have resulted 
in a steadily growing trade and people 
say that the excursion was one of the 
best moves the Bard ever made." 

Mr. Ker met hundreds of people in 
West Kootenay who looked forward to 
the time when the short line direct from 
the Coast would enable them to make a 
speedy run to the Coast eo that they 
could make their homes in Victoria. 
Business he found generally good through 
the district and one very satisfactory 
feature was that commercial business 
and mining were being conducted sep- 
arately instead of jointly as hitherto; 
that is to say business houses were not 
mixed up in mining, but had' settled 
down to a regular commercial basis 
aj)art by itself. ■ 

Mr. Ker had a talk vrith the manager 
and one ot the directors of the Le Eoi in 
regard to the" smelter, and pointed out 
that while the people of the province 
bad been averse to putting an export 
duly on ore, the establishmont of a 
smelter at Nortbport or other places- 
across the lino would certainly lead to a 
demand for an export duty on ore. The 
Le Roi's new machinery ia now in, and 
a very large increase in the output of ore 
will be the result. 

The C. P. R. are looking well after the 
Kootenay business now, Mr. Ker says, 
and as an evidence of that they have put 
a daily boat on Arrow lake instead of the 
tri-weekly service hitherto given.

A First Class Supply to Be Procured from 
EiiRlnnd lor This Season's Use. 

The secretary of the Provincial Rille 
Association has been advised by Colonel 
Macpherson, director of stores at; Ottawa, 
that the Militia Department has ordered 
a supply of Martifai-Henry ammunition 
from the Imperial authorities in Eng- 
land of the latest and best that can be 
obtained, bearing the inspection and ap- 
proval of the War Department. This 
ammunition will be available for issue 
to the Provincial and other rifle associ- 
ations throughout the Dominion both 
for practice and annual competition. 

This will be good news for the militia 
here, who have latterly silfl'ered to some 
extent from the inferior issue of ammu- 
nition, and the secretary of the Provin- 
cial Bifle Association had occasion only 
last year to bring the matter , to the 
notice of the' Dominion Bifle Aaso- 
ciation.

The reference in yesterday morning's 
OoLONisT to Brotcbie's Ledge baa proved 
of considerable iriterest. Dr. J. ' S. 
Heltncken l^ttS.handed in the following 
in regard to the ancient mariner whoee 
name the grave of the San Pedro bears ; 

" In 1850 I saw Capt. Brotchie at Fort 
.Rupert. He had been to England, ob- 
tained a ship, bailed for DoQgenesB, 
United States, to load with spars, near 
about the time of the Oregon Treaty. 
This ship was seized by the customs 
authorities on account of informalities 
about entering and so forth, and for- 
feited. At' this time, of course, the 
country was. unsettled and in a sort of 
chaos and but little justice to be.had, only 
spoils. He went to Fort Rupeit, where 
he had plenty spars on the beach, many 
more than one hundred feet in length 
without knot or bleiuiBh, but no ship 
came to take them away — iron had come 
more into use and Her Majesty no louger 
wanted these wooden masts and spars. 
He left I'ort Kujiert for Victoria, wliure 
1 think among other Ihincs ho became 
harbor master. Of couree he died, leaving 
deBcenilants. 

At Fort Rupert he wanted to build a 
boat, had to devise a steam cheat for 
bending the plank and to use anything 
he could find, old gun barrels, etc., etc., 
for in those days little could be bad at 
the Fort. The wood had to be sawn. 
The Indiana puzzletl, watched Brotcbie's 
conjurations. At length the steam was 
turned on and the plank turned out 
tolerably pliable. 

" Is this all you wanted Brotchie," 
said the Indians, " why did not you tell 
us, we would have quickly done this 
thing for youV" 

" 11. ?" 

"Got hot stones, buried the plank in 
se iweed and lieate<i the whole with hot 
stones. Ugh ! You white men know 
nothing — can't even fish. Why if we 
did not feed you, you would starve!" 
More truth than poetry, even in this. 
At the lime, Brotchie was a character, 
genial, heavy, fat, with twinkling hu- 
mor, and like the whole of ub had a 
hankering after good firearms, making 
of new Bights for them and so forth. 

A few years ago a bell-buoy rung out 
notes of warning from Brotcbie's ledge." 

The reference in the samei article to 
Cadboro Boy has brought out thefoUow- 
ia^ interesting letter : 

To THE EMTon.: — When I reached 
these shores some years ago, how the 
likeness of the name of the bay inside of 
Ten-Mile Point to an old farm house in 
the parish wherein I was born struck mo 
fit once. Tliis morninc;, however, I learn 
for the first time tliat likeneea -is not 
cliance. 

C^ndboro farm stands on the top of a 
clill'a mile to the west of the ancient 
town of i-Cye (whose history goes back 
before the Normans, was given by ICd- 
ward the Confessor to the monks of 
Fecamp in name, though hindered all 
that was in their power by Godwins and 
Harold, who owned nearly all Sussex., 
and said to have a bestowal with Win- 
chelsea from the Conqueror himself), 
overlooking the Suasex marshes and tbe 
English channel, even the French hills 
being in view on a fine day herefrom. 
To the riebt aver the marshes is Win- 
chelsea, biiilt bsr Edward I, and meant 
by him to be the head town of the sea 
confederation, which stood him in such 
good stead in the Welsh and Scotch 
wars. At its ieet lies Henry VIII's 
Castle ot Camber, ' he unroofed walls of 
which etill draw the iileagure-seekeraiid 
tlie stickler lor the l)ygonfi landmarks of 
.history. Sucii is now the liouiestead 
tiiat over seventy years ago yiekled the 
loan of a name to a ship that was in 
«very way to prove worthy. 

.It may bo of lurther interest to your 
readers to know that the ring ot the 
shipwright's wooden hammer can yet be 
heard throu<^h the gabled streets of Kye, 
Sussx, the birthplace of Fletcher, the 
dramatist, and Flake, the antiijuary, and 
for which the Iron Duke once sat in the 
Commons, though I fear it will be long 
before another craft will slip her moor- 
ingo there whose life story will match 
that of H.B. Company's shi^ Cftdboro, 
as set forth by you thu morning,

THE BRITISH YUKON CO. 

The Word "Chartered" Dropped— Railroad 
Throneta White Pass Must Be 
Bout 

[Toronto Globe.) 
OTT.twA, May 21.— At the meeting of 

the railway committee this morning t..8 
bill to incorporate the British Yukon 
Chartered Company came up for further 
consideratjon. Mr. Chrysler, Q.C., the 
solicitor ot the promoters, announced 
that they desired to drop the word 
" Chartered " from the title of the com 
pany, the name thus simply being "The 
British Yukon Company. " Besides per 
mission to build the forty miles of rail 
way through the White Pass and to 
maintain a line of navigation, the com 
pany asked for power to carry on a min 
ing bueinesa throughout the Dominion, 
to trananct the business of carriers and 
shipownors, to acquire patent rights 
and to act as general traders in British 
Columbia and tbe ITqrtb west Territories. 

The Minister of Railways said that he 
thought the mining powers ought to be 
confined to British Columbia and the 
Xorthwest Territories. • 

Mr. Lister objected stron!»ly to the 
powera asked for being granted; they 
tiiul never before been given to any rail- 
way company. 

Mr. C. Wallace took tbe same 
grouful, contending that the bill would 
confer an immente monopoly on thia 
company, to the deatrutition of indivi- 
dual chances of Canadians going into 
the rich Yukon district in search of 
gold. 

Mr. 131air said that, apart from the 
powers to build a lailway, the other 
rights aelied for were merely those which 
could be exercis.d ly any indiyidua), 



He did not think that the interests of 
anyone would bo imperilled by the bill, 
especially as one, and, perhaps, two 
American companies were now currying 
on a similar business in the British Yu- 
kon territory. He objected, however, to 
the clause permitting the company to 
pay for the businesaes it. may take over 
with the Bhares of the cbmpany, and on 
his auggestlon it was subsequently 
struck out. 

Mr. Oliver (Alberta) likewise claimed 
that the company was practically asking 
for a monopoly. ' He said that British 
Columbia and the Northwest Territories 
had learned by past exuerience that it 
was posBible to pay too much for rail- 
ways, Being at the same time a trans- 
portation, mtnliig and trading company, 
this company would have peculiar con- 
trol of the country, both by reason of the 
fact that there would be no competition 
as to rates and otherwise, and private 
enterprise would thus be etrangled. 

The section relating to land was 
amended so as to limit what the com- 
pany could ' hold to what it required 
for its own use, and the clause giving 
the general powers asked for wasithen 



In dealing with the section empower- 
ing the company to construct about -10 
miles of railroad through the White 
Pass the Minister ot Railways suggested 
that the exercise ot the powers conferred 
by the charter should be contmgent 
upon the construction of the road, and 
the committee agreed that a clause to 
that effect should be added. The time 
for the commencement and completion 
of the road was also limited to two and 
five years respectively. The clause em- 
powering the company to navigate 
steamers on the Yukon, Big and Little 
Salmon and other rivers, and upon other 
inland waters in the Northwest Territor- 
ies,- was also approved of. The clause 
enabling the company to ecH any sur- 
plus water it may have, not requi?ed for 
the use of the company, was struck 
out. The UBual right of expropri- 
ation under the railway act for \vharves, 
docks and elevators was allowed, 
and also the right to construct 
and operate telegraph and telephone 
lines. 'The promoters withdrew the 
sections allowing the company to enter 
into agreements with the government of 
Canada for the performance of police, 
postal or other administrative duties, 
and with tbe government of British Co- 
iaml}ia for the performance oi any ser- 
vices required, the compensation to bo 
by royalty on metals mined in the 
Yukon or otherwise. The remainder of 
the bill was passed by the cujimiiiee 
without any substantial change.

To TiiK Editor: — Having read your 
interesting article in last Sunday'a (!!) 
Colonist ito re prehistoric man ; the rise 
and fall of Beveial racea. chiefly ap- 
parently, on account of tbe geological 
changes of the earth. All these races do 
not appear to have been anything but 
rude — in the absence' probably of free 
education. It struck me at once that 
the conditions portrayed in the article 
mentioned were still going on and might 
be seen by any one at the present day 
from our own doorway — anything, how- 
ever, BO close at hand may not be in- 
teresting. 

• Leaving out of the qufeation local geo- 
logical changes of the origin of the In- 
diana ; of others driven oat or supi>ianted 
previously, whose works remain in the 
shape ot mounds, etc., although com- 
paratively modern ; omitting too the 
traders on the West Coast and to occu- 
pancy by the Spaniards and a ship built 
at Nootka by Mearea, all of whom dis- 
appeared, it may be safely said that 
aeventy-flve yeara ago, not a civilized 
man lived on Vancouver island, although 
iff had been visited bj' them occaaionally. 
The natives were primitive men, un- 
acquainted with the cultivation of the 
soli, living on the chase, chiefly of fi^h 
and terreatial animala ; knew nothing 
about the mtinufacture of pottery, but 
hollowed out stones, and made baskets 
of cedar roots capable of holding 
water; cooked by means of hPnied 
stonea on or under the gronjid; 
had a government and laws, but wore 
unacquainted with writing, save, per- 
haps, the totem or heraldic poles; but 
of these the natives of Vancouver Island 
had but few but indulged in painted 
devices. They traded, too, ainont: them- 
selves and with other tribes or nuiiuiia. 
Thia primitive race has now in ii >;rent 
meaaure dieappeaied. "VVhy? Simjily 
because it has been overrun or displaced 
by a more powerful race, for in these 
matters might ia right. Does not this 
illustrate the history of prehistoric man? 
True, the aborigines have been destroyed 
by diseases, immoralitiea, ardent spirits 
and change of habits; but something 
like tli.ese may have happened a few 
million years ago. In these matters a 
few -years of oar reckoning are of no con- 
Becpience. Bye-tlic-bye, the Indians used 
to say that tlie reason they were rofuaed 
whiskey waa that if they got it they 
would be wise . Jike. Whi^9 ,menl!I The 
atory of Adam and.Eve again, their pre 
decesBors! 

If any one wi 11 go to the local in ueen ni he 
may ace the atone arrow lieada, epeare, 
hammers, chieela made of bone, liorna or 
atone, and will learn from the Indians 
of their great-grandfathers having need 
them — and some are of remarkably line 
finish. It is quite likely that then, as 
now, the native tribes were noted for 
various handicrafta, some being experta 
in!^oano'e haildiag; Bculpture, and it 
may be for tlje manufaotare of imple- 
ments of war and the chase, and that 
trade exchange exiated ia them accord- 
ingly, for apparently the stone in many 
cases does not appear to bo of local 
origin. Although metals (ores) abound- 
ed, they do not , appear to have 
had any knowledge of metals— 
possibly they did not use the bow much, 
biit loved chiefly to fiah, animala being 
caught by traps or neta. 

There is something very much re- 
aemblinga white flint, spear-head there 
also— where did this come from? Now, 
jin all these matters does not the present 
very much correspond with preadamite 
man? Fire arms, of course, have been 
introduce* coinparntively recently. They 
had " flint locks," — flint and ateel too. 
introduced by the Iludaona Bay Co. and 
traders; paint, ciiiolly Vermillion also; 
But some day an antiquarian may come 
a^r'oas a cave with flints in thena and 
apeculate aa to how these flinta got 
there, and if he should only be lucky 
enough to find ajnararnoth'a tooth, or a 
portion of an elephant carved there dur- 
ing the glacial period, what then ! ! ! 
Then the H. B. Co. should be ante- 
diluvian.

Now, then, we come to akuUa— not the 
Menderthal, hat modern ones. It ia 
aaid that; the shape and formation of the 
ancients' akulis indicate the variona 
races that have exterminated or replaced 
others, but just look at the modern 
skulla of the modern Vancouver Island 
races. We all know of the receding fore- 
heads ot the Flatheads, have Been the 
deformity produced by mechanical 
means in the cradled, swathed and ban- 
daged babea. Further north the natives 
shaped the head to augar-loaf form, and 
again other tribea used lateral preasure. 
Why and how did thia custom originate? 
Has it come down from the glacial or 
any other period? 

May not thoae who lived a few milliona 
of yeara ago — that is to say, it they did 
live — have practiced similar devices. 
Such may have been tbe origin of 
skulls claimed to reprcMfiit . different 
nations — they may be' deformed 
waa of really the same people. 
Whether man has descended to the 
gorilla or ia a new creation matters not 
juat now, but the skulls in the muaeum 
are ucly — and employ enough for any- 
thing! The fact aeema to be that man 
like any other animal came when things 
were suitable for him to exist and will 
continue so long as the environmenta re- 
mains — when not something else will 
come. In this respect then there ia 
neither past, present nor future, but 
only the infinite. Surely there ia much 
to be learned from our surroundings. 

In the museum, too, may bo found 
other articles Resembling thoae found 
in other places and aaid to be of very 
ancient date — spindles and thread— and 
here it may be remarked that the woolly 
dog, of which the Songish . made orna- 
ments to blankets or their covering made 
of teazed cedar bark, no longer exista. 
The mountain sheep and goata do not 
e-tist in Vancouver island, and it ia not 
known whether they traded in thia wool 
from the mainland, verily the past and 
present seem very much alike and the 
future will partake of this character — 
but again are not past, present and 
future but one condition — but I must 
not longer tresspass on your valuable 
apace.

■ i.P.S. — After all may not these Indians 
be the direct deacendants of Mosea who 
escaped from the ice age, or what ia 
equally likely, from volcanic age, unim- 
proved by time, and cut ofT from aaaoci- 
ationa with Aaia?
